Dr. R. B. Horton of Purdy, Mb:, 
charged with third degree forgery 
as a result of an investigation into 
alleged irregularities in the licens- 
ing of physicians in Missouri, sur- 
rendered here today and gave bond 
of $3000 for his appearance Sept. 
25 for arraignment under the 
charge. At that time the Jackson 
County grand jury will began in 
investigation of the charge. 

The accused physician came by 
train from Monett, accompanied by 
Dr. B. B. Kelley, Mayor of Purdy, 
who ts also a special deputy sher- 
ie On advice of counsel Dr. Hor- 
tdn made no statement and offered 
no plea. 

Dr. Horton, who was. arrested 
Saturday at Monett on an order of 
Prosecuting Attorney Hanna or 
Jackson County, is charged with 
filing forged high school credits 
with the application of Dr. Rich- 
ard F. Boone, Jackson County 
Deputy Coroner, for the latter's 
medical examination by the State 
Board of Health in 1923. 

Medical School 

The information on which Dr. 
Horton was arrested was present- 
ed to the Prosecuting Attorney by 
James R. Page, attorney for the 
Kansas City College of Medicine 
and Surgery, against which an ous- 
ter proceeding has been instituted 
by the State Board of Health. 
Page demanded a grand jury in- 
vestigation of the Board of Health 
in the hope of showing that Dr. 
Horton, a friend of Dr. Cortez F. 
Enloe, member and former secre- 
tary of the board, had access to 
the records of Dr. Enloe’s office 
when he was secretary. 

It will be recalled that Dr. Em- 
mett P. North of 8t. Louls, presi- 
dent of the board, and Dr. James 
Stewart, who succeeded Dr. Enloe 
as secretary, recently demanded of 
Gov, Baker that he remove Dr, 
Enloe from the board. Dr. Enlosé, 
who is a close friend and political 
adviser of Gov. Baker, and Direo- 
tor of Penal Institutions, refused 
to resign and the Governor ignored 
the demand of Drs. North and 
Stewart. 

The information upon which the 
proceeding ag&inst Dr. Horton is 
based is guarded closely by Page 
and the Prosecuting Attorney, but 
it is known that the application of 
Dr. Boone for a medica! license will 
serve as the chief complaint at this 
time against the doctor. 

When Boone sought his license 
after graduation from a medical 
college he took an examination be- 
fore the school superintendent of 
Wyandotte County, Kansas, to 
show that he had the equivalent of 
a high school education. This ts 
required by Missouri law of all ap- 
plicants for a medical license. 

He passed the examination and 
attached the certificate to his ap- 
plication for the medical license 
and mailed it to Dr. Enloe, then 
secretary of the Board of. Health, 
at Jefferson City. Dr. Enloe 
acknowledeged receipt of the pa- 
pers. Later Dr. Enloe wrote Dr. 
Boone that the school certificate 
had been lost from the application, 
and requested him to oa a dupli- 
cate. 

Dr. Boone did ohtain a @uplicate 
and matied it to Dr. Enloe. The 
latter acknowledged receipt of the 
duplicate, saying that it had bern 
attached to the application, and 
Dr. Boone subsequently was exam - 
ined and given license te prac- 
tice medicine. 


Early this year a number of doc-. 
tors were cited by the Board of 
Health to show cause why their 
licenses should not be revoked for 
unprofessional conduct. Amone 


‘them was Dr. Boone. An inquiry 


by him diaclosed

that he was 
charged with falsifying an affida- 
vit on his application blank show- 
ing that he had been graduated 
from the Westport High Schoo! in 
Kansas City. 

There was not attached to his. 
application the certificate of his ex- 
amination before the School Super- 
intendent of Wyandotte County. 
Kan., and as he had never attend- 
ed Weatport High School in Kananas 
City and had never claimed that 
he had, he complained to Attorney 
Page that someone had tampered 
with his application after it 
reached’ Dr. Enloe. 

An investigation by Page dis- 
Closed that the principal of Weeat- 
port High School had not signed 
any affidavit on Dr. Boone's agen

St. Louls swimming fans who 
journey to the river this afternoon, 
will have an opportunity to see in 
action, the city’s greatest endur- 
ance swimmer. Joseph J. Martan, 
winner of Saturday’s Quincy-to- 
Hannibal 22-mile river marathon, 
has sent in his entry for the five- 
mile handicap A. A. U. swim which 
will start-at 3 o'clock at the foot of 
Angelica street, 4100 north, and 
finish at the St. Louis Rowing Club, 
foot of Sidney street. 

Martan’s great achievement of 
Saturday was not his first Jump tu 
prominence in aquatics. He is a 
veteran of two former Mississippi 
five-mile events, he having com- 
peted in the 1920 Western Rowing 
Club race, and in a previous one 
under the same auspices. He like- 
wise swam the recent men’s three- 
raile Meramec swim, finishing in 
the good time of 73:13:3-6. The 
nandicapper, in view of his expcri- 
ence, seems to have been liberal 
with him, and may have over- 
looked the fact, that owing to his 
preparatéon for Saturday's Quincy 
event, he has the jump on the oth- 
er contestants, by having been in 
training in the river for a consid- 
erable longer time than any of the 
other of today’s entrants, 

Martan is 44 years old and a 
few years ago he made a splendid 
showing in one of the Meramec 
swims, after walking his beat all 
night. 

Meramec Winner on Same Mark. 

On the eix-minute mark with 
him, to furnish splendid pace will 
be Arthur B. Rathert, winner of 
the Meramec three-mile swim held 
last month. Rathert in that swim 
had 13 minutes start on the scratch 
men, but he is considerably cut 
down, in view of his proved ability. 
His time in the Meramec event, 
73:32, is only a few seconds slow- 
er than Martan’s. 

John V. Farrell of Kieffer’s 
Beach, who did 73:07 in the’ Mera- 
mec swim, will start from the six- 
minute mark and the trio should 
make it interesting for the scratch 
men. 

Mudge, on seratch, is easily the 
favorite of local fans for first time 
prize. His recent decisive "victory 
over Furman who pressed him so 
closely in the Meramec event indi- 
cates that Furman, also a great 
swimmer, is a little stale, and looks 
it too, having had too etrenuous a 
season of racing, and too many 
events closely bunched.
